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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Final Rejection failed to 
demonstrate inherency with respect to the image processing system's ability to display opaque & non-opaque images. Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The Examiner provided the example of a baseball bat making contact with a baseball & that the viewer would see 
part of the bat, with the ball directly in front of it. In order for such an image to be rendered, at least two polygons necessarily overlap: One 
representing the portion of the baseball bat making contact with the ball & the other representing the ball directly in front of the bat at the 
instance prior to contact. Since a player is able to view the bat making contact with the ball, transparency parameters must be configured 
appropriately. If such transparency parameters were not configured when rendering the image, it would not be possible for a player to see 
which part of the bat is making contact with the ball & the system would be inoperable. The remainder of Applicant's arguments are directed 
towards proposed claim amendments & are moot because the claim amendments are not being entered. All pending claim rejections are 
respectfully maintained. 
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
